security memorandum «last February, 
had reached a_ successful .conclusion.

Having lost their battle ‘in ‘the 
Reichstag, the German: Nationalists; the 
information in question reveals, are pre- 
paring to seek the destruction of the 
Locarno compact by an appeal to the 
Supreme — * of the German Republic. 
y Thee alm {g to have the Geyernment’s 
enabling act, 4 h the Reicl ‘passed 
today, declared faivglid on the ground 
that it involves an amendment to the 
Germat Conitittition ana épnseqitently 
cah bé adopted only by a tw6-thirds ma- 
jority of the National Legislature. 
The Luther Cabinet, acting oh the ad- 
vice of its juridical‘experts, all along has 
insisted that thé‘security adcords do not 
affect the constitution ‘and so require 
only a simple majority. This thesis ‘is 
strongly contested today by Deputy 
Graefe, a member for Mecklenburg, and 
it fis intimated tonight that the Meck- 
lenburg State Government, whose. Pre~ 
mier voted against the tréatieés in the 
Federal’ Council, means to carry: the 
question before the Supreme Court. 

A Plan to Get Concessions. 
The Mecklenburg move, it is gathered, 
would be contingent upon the granting 
of further concessions to the Reich. by 
the Allies, and indeed may be inspired 
merely by the hope of wringing such 
concessions from France and Britain. 
What :the Nationalists, and therefore 
Nationalist Mecklenburg, particularly 
desire is a diminution of the forces of 
occupation amd a shortening of the pe- 
riod of occupation; repeal of the air_re- 
strictions and a hastening of the Sarre 
Basin prebiscite. Were these demands 
to be granted today’s ratification of the

NDON, Nov, 27.—Four more British 
import, duties have been recommended 
by the committees set up by the Board 
of Trade to inquire into applications 
made by manufacturers under the Safe- 
guarding of Industriés act. 

The “duties recommended would _ be 
upon cutlery of various* classes, gloves 
other than silk or artificial silk, packing 
and wrapping paper and mantles, 
A petition for duty on aluminum hollow- 
Ware was refused. 

The duty on cutlery and gloves would 
be 33 1-3 per cent. ad valorem for five 





years. 


The duty on paper, which is bound to 
react on American exportation to this 
—— will be 17% per cent. ad va- 
lorem, and this duty will also extend 


to wrapping paper in manufactured ar- 
ticles whenever the cost of such paper 
exceeds 15 per cent. of the value of the 
manufactured article of which it is a 
component part. 


The new duties are undoubtedly in- 
tended to protect British industry from 


German competition rather~than Amer-} 
ican, though the paper duty will affect 
both the United States and Scandinavia. 


A finance bill for the imposition of 


these duties will be introduced in the 
House of Commons in a few days and 
is bound to be contentious.

miners to be deducted for a special 
miners’ fund. 

The executive’s proposal is also said 
to include a provision for a long-term 
agreement, a suggestion made but. de-, 
clined in 1923.

Politics a Factor. 


The Capitol views the situation’ more 
optimistically than it has at any time 
since the, Governor began endeavoring 
to get the disputants together.

Avenue, Astoria. .She was taken from 
her home en Tuesday and died the next 
day inBellevue. Four of the otherpersons 
affected were said to be so seriously tll 
last night that they might not liva They 
were Mrs. La Costa’s husband, Angelo, 
Augustine Siorentino, both of whom 
were being treated-at their homes at the 
Graham Avenue address; Vito Tedesco 
and his wife, Louise, who were under 
treatment at their home at 121 Him 
Street, Astoria, The two others were 
Siorentino’s wife, Bridget, and his four- 
teen-year-old daughter, Leona. They 
were not seriously all. 

The toadstools were distributed by 
Mrs. Tedesco, according to the police. 
She said that last Saturday she made a

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 27 (#).—The 
Federal investigation of the sale of tick- 
ets to the Pénn-Cornell football game 
Thanksgiving Day by speculators was 
today carried to the student body of the 
University of Pennsylvania, when or- 
ders were issued from the office of the 
United States District Attorney to learn 
from what sources the speculators ob- 
tained the. tickets.

Under the arena floor is an 
exposition hall, where all varieties of 
shows can be accommodated simultane- 
ously. Boxing, hockey, varlous athletic 
attractions, tiorse shows, dog shows, &c., 
industrial and commercial expositions, 
professional and political assemblages, 
balls, concerts, entertainments are 
among the undertakings the new Garden 
will accommodate. 

The building is an improvement over 
the old Garden in every respect. {It has 
an up-to-date ventilating system) elab- 
orate piping and refrigerating plant for 
supplying the ice for hockey, which is 
to be one of the major sports.

Mr. es deserved special commen- 
dation for his selection of the songs 1 
Wolf. Singers, especially those who a 

dress the great .public rather than 
— groups of music-lovers, are in- 
‘clined to fight shy of the choicer and 
eg knqwn of Wolf's compositions: 

Mr. Hayes did not hesitate to sing 
eet die seligé Mutter, ” “Well du 

den Blumen Gehst,” ‘Wer sein 
holdes Lieb verloren,’* and ‘Das: doch 
gemalt all deine Reize waren.’’ Each 
of these songs is a perfected work of 
art. In them, although they lay none 
too well for his voice, Mr. Hayes con- 
veyed intimate and poignant feeling 
across the footlights. This was made 
, Possible by his diction and his care- 
fully adjusted scale of effects. It might 
not have been expected in so large a 
hall, and it was by so much more tri- 
bute to the artist. 

It was after these things, however, 
that Mr. Hayes came fully into his own 
from the standpoint of spontaneous emo- 
tional expression. He began with some 
hie ye songs thgt he had ‘been urged 

to add to the program. Some of these’ 
songs were of slight value, but he gave. 
them significance. Jensen's *“Murmuring 
Zephyrs’ may easily be the last word in 
sentimentality. With Mr, Hayes it be- 
came a thing of ethereal beauty and 
moonlight. The voice grew warmer and 
freer with the responsive enthusiasm of 
the audience. The Singing of “‘Le Réve” 
from Massenet's ‘‘Manon,” brought the 
most tumultuous. applause of the eve- 
ning, and indeed there are few who 
have given this ‘air-as much poetic feel- 
ing and refinement as Mr. Hayes be- 
stowed upon it.’ The songs of Griffes, 
especially - ‘Rose of the Night” and 
“The Dreamy .Lake,"’ testify to. the 
keen and exotic sense of beauty pos- 
wessed by this rarely gifted and unhap- 
pily fated camposer, The sensuous feel- 
ing and the emotional climax of the 
“Rose of the Night"’ was an outstanding 
moment of the recital. : 

Need it be added that Mr. Hayes was 
@upremely successful in. singing the 
*spirituals’’ and the secular negro song 
“Didn’t It Rain?” arranged by H, 
Burleigh? He sang them. in a manner 
thoroughly characteristic, not refined 
out of all the resemblance to the orig- 
inal; at the same time he observed a’ 
continence and restraint in expression 
which gave the -music-the last measure, 
of beauty. and of emo ional power. This 
Was more than an idiomatic interpreta- 
tion. of negro -folk airs.

The action of the German Reichs- 
tag in voting by heavy majorities to 
ratify the Locarno treaties, and also 
to apply for the admission of Ger- 
many into the League of Nations, is 
one of those great events which, solely 
because they have been ‘‘ discounted 
in advance,’ are passed over .too light- 
ly by the general public. The course 
followed in this special matter has 
been familiar. First we were told by 
the pessimists that Germany would 
never ratify. The Monarchists and 
the Nationalists would see to that. 
Then we were informed that the 
treaties might possibly get through 
the Reichstag, but only after a hard 
fight, probably involving a reconstruc- 
tion of the Government. As for enter- 
ing the League of Nations, it was pre- 
dicted that Germany would take ner 
time about that, and. very likely insist 
upon inadmissible conditions. Well, in 
the result the prophets of gloom are 
falsified. Of course, they now calmly 
remark that they knew all the time 
that the thing was bound to happen, 
and turn their attention to other sub- 
jects: about which to be miserable io 
their hearts’ content. 

Leaving them -to their favorite 
graveyard haunts, those who strive to 
get an accurate measure of worldg- 
events will see in .this decision of 
Germany further promise of brighter 
days than Europe has seen for eleven 
years. Nor is it possible to overlook 
the way in which Germany is now 
linked up with France. In defending 
the Locarno treaties before the Reichs- 
tag, the German Chancellor declared 
that the German Government now has 
“ every confidence ’’ in France. This 
feeling will be strengthened’ in other 
countries than Germany by the final 
solution of the French political crisis, 
which today appears to have been 
reached. In the end, M. BrIaANpD has 
been able to form a Ministry. He 
succeeded only after public opinion in 
France had become so disgusted with 
the machinations and the intolerable

A BITTER CRY FROM PORTO RICO. 

The petition presented to President 
| Cootipce by Senator SANTIAGO IcrEsis, 
representing the Free Federation of 
Workingmen of Porto Rico, is a cry 
for the relief of the poor, the unem- 
ployed and the sick. He declares that 
four-fifths of the working population 
are without permanent: employment; 
that meagre wages are cut down by 
the burdensome sales tax; that thou- 
sands of children die annually from 
anemia, tuberculosis, malaria and 
other diseases, and that 50,000 chil- 
dren are deprived of education. Gov- 
érnor TOwNER and the Legislature are 
not indifferent to the conditions com- 
plained of. Econemically- as well as 
politically Porto Rico has always been 
a problem to the American Governors. 
They have never had due support from 
our Congress. Nor could they. count 
on an intelligent public-opinion in the 
United States. . Comparatively few 
Americans visit the island. In his last 
report Governor TowNER made this 
striking statement: 

In Porto Rico we have reached the 
iimit beyond Which we cannot go 
without an increasing proportion of 
our population continuing permanently 
unemployed. Even with the full de- 
velopment of all our now untilled . 
lands, and with intensive cultivation of 
that which now is used, it is doubtful 
if we could give full-time employment 
to all our People, 

Governor Towner said it .“ was 
probably true” that relatively there 
was less unemployment in Porto Rico 
* than ever before.” It was a Cautious 
statement. During the year under 
review there had been an increase of 
100 per cent. in -building, the sugar 
centrals had taken on more laborers, 
and so had the tobacco and .coffee 
plantations and the fruit farms. 
Wages had risen to some extent. But 
90 per cent. of the Porto Ricans live 
by agriculture, and the island is more 
densely populated than any of our 
States, except New Jersey, Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island. But in those 
States 80 per cent. of the people are 
engaged in industrial or commercial 
pursuits.» The remedies proposed for 
the relief of the Porto Ricans -are 
industrial expansion and emigration. 
Governor TOWNER had to admit that 
the gain in the industries for the 
year had been ‘‘ slight.” There was 
** lack of local capital,’’ and capita] in 
the States was’ not interested. . Sea- 
sonal -emigration. would help little. 
Tentative offers for settlement» of 
Porto Ricans had come from Hawaii, 
Santo Domingo and the South Atlantic 
States, but the conditions required by 
the Porto Rican Government, perma- 
neht effibloyment at adequate wages 
and satisfactory housing, had not been 
met, “Permanent emigration’’ is

UNITED STATES OF HOMICIDIA. 

Ameriéans have | just been praising 
themselves on Thanksgiving Day. We 
‘are’ the greatest, richest, most gen- 
erous—~except to debtor nations—finest, 
most virtuous people in, the world. 
Still, some of. us might ‘be willing to 
admit that we are a little quick 
on the trigger.. Perhaps Professor 
Pounp’s “pioneer” theory of our 
cdurts has its continual contemporary 
justification, Readers of Thanksgiving 
_proclamations, prosperous men and 
women, tult of turkey, ‘optimism and 
essential Phariseeism, are hereby in- 
vited to read Tho Homicide Prob- 
lem.’’ It is a collection of papers, often 
referred to in Tue, Times, by Dr. 
HorrMan, consulting | statistician of 
-the' Prudential Insurance Company. ° 

Of the inaccuracy and incomplete- 
ness of American’ statistics of crime 
he has long complained. For the col- 
lection of uniform judicial statistics 
of indictments, crimes, .convictions, 
sentences, he has long asked, Méan- 
while, among many registrars of our 
little national peculiarity, he has come 
to be regarded as one of the most 
trustworthy. We shall not go into the 
details of the unrivaled Ameriean 
record in violence and murder; nor 
try to award among our cities the 
crown of honor..We merely ask Nar- 
cissus to look at himself in a mirror 
that doésii’t ‘flatter. ‘! There is no 
question of doubt,”” Mr. HorrmMan 
writes, *‘ that the annual toll of mur- 
der now. exceeds 11,000.” In 1922 
there was one homicide in England 
and Wales for sixteen in this happier 
land. In 1923 the Australians . killed 
only one man for every five. in this 
more enlightened country. 

As might be suspected, Japan ts 
painfully reactionary. Her homicide 
rate is only a tenth or an eleventh of 
cours. Such is the deficiency of a 
zation.’’ We quote a féw figures: 


In 1922 the homicidal death rate of 
the United States, Registration Area 
was 8.4 per 100,000 of population, 
while in the registration States the 
rate between 1910 and 1920 increased 
from 5.9 to 7.9. By way of. contrast 
it may be pointed out that the homi- 
cide rate of England and Wales, com- 
piled in practically the same manner, 
was only 0.5 per’ 100,000 for 1922 and 
0.6 for 1923. In other words, to every 
one death from homicide in England 
and Wales there occurred proportion+ 
ately about sixteen In this country! 

In Scotland in 1923, among a popu- 
lation of not quite 5,000,000, there oc- 
‘curred only eleven deaths from homi- 
cide, or at the rate of 0.2 per 100,000 
of population: The population of 
Massachusetts for 1923 was not quite 


107, or at the rate of 2.5 per 100,000 
In other words, there were about 
twelve times as many deaths from 
homicide in Massachusetts as in Scot- 
land. 

In the Province of Ontario in 1923, 
among a population of a little over 
3,000,000, the number of deaths from 
homicide was forty-nine, representing 
a rate of 1.6, which compares with a 
rate of 2.5 for Massachusetts and 8.4 
for the United States Registration 
Area for 1922. 

In short, we are good killers. Our 
harbingers of enlightenment, our 
broadcasters of blessings, our sweet 
panegyrists of ourselves, must “‘ let 
the good work go on.’’ What is 
equality? What is fraternity? What 
is liberty? After all theories, what 
is privilege? In the United States 
to kill your brother and ‘get away 
with it.’’

A COORDINATED PARE POLICY. 

At its November meeting the State 
Council of Parks took under considera- 
tion a letter from Governor Siuzer to 
Governor SMirH. Across the State 
line from High Point Park in New 
Jersey, it appears, there is a similar 
region in Orange County, New York, 
which has not yet been reserved. To- 
gether they would make an interstate 
park of some 20,000 acres in the Kit- 
tatinny Mountains, overlooking Point 
Jervis and the Delaware, A few days 
later the. State Council took up ihe 
question of the park system of New 
York City.’ Fifteen hundred acres of 
“ forest land '’. in Queens and three 
thousand- acres of “ new park land ”’ 
in Richmond were discussed in their 
relation to the needs of both city and 
State. A proposal was considered to 
extend Riverside Drive and to connect 
it, in the neighborhood of Yonkers, 
with the Veautiful system of parkways 
in Westchester. For these and‘other 
ends, the Council will ask Mayor-elect 
Waker to urge the expenditure of 
$20,000,000 with a view to remodeling 
and extending the city park system in 
relation to the systems of Long Island 
and Westchester. Is it necessary_to 
‘dbor the old truth that ‘‘all are 
needed by each one,"’ th t “ nothing is 
fair or’ good alone ’’? 
Counties in New: Jersey ‘that most 
sorely feel the urban pressure—Union, 
Essex and Hudson—have long’. had 
intelligent and‘ progressive Park Com- 
missions, spending liberally from’ tax- 
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Counties, certain. prominent residents 
have had ‘the misfortune to clash with | 
the Long Island State Park Commis- 
sion. Apparently” there ‘have been 
errors of method ‘and. manner on both 
sides; but with the personalities of 
the conflict the community has small 
concern,. The vast majority of resi- 
dents in Nassay and Suffolk Counties 
are, however, deeply concerned that 
the rising tides of motor traffic shall 
flow by speedily and with the least 
possible discomfort to local residents; ’ 
‘that both: local residents and excur- 
sionists shall have beautiful parks and 
spacious bathing beaches. : 

Local and general problems merge. 
Westchester ‘.as cooperated loyally and 
intelligenfly with city and State, and 
has been as liberally aided by both; 
yet in two years it has spent of its 
own money sums aggregating $40 per 
capita. Are Nassau and Suffolk Coun- 
ties prepared to proceed unaided? 
Their problem is more difficult—and 
not only because of: the lack of ancient 
post roads. They have allowed con- 
ditions to get seriously out of hand, 
Not merely with regard to expense, but 
with regard to efficiency in planning 
also, county commissions can only 
gain by a coordinated park policy. 





UNITY, NOT TOLERANCE. 

Man has been defined by a contem- 

porary English essayist as “‘ an animal 
that makes dogmas.” His contention 
ts that when man insists that he has 
outgrown definition and holds no form 
of creéd; but contemplates all creeds, 
he is by that very process ‘* sinking 
** slowly backward into the vagueness 
“‘of the vagrant animal and the un- 
“ consciousness of the grass.’’ Mental 
advance is only accidentally possibie 
for a man who is neutral as to direv- 
tion. Destination, or at any rate di- 
rection, is essential to a real philoso- 
phy of life. The danger is always that 
this philosophy will become hardened 
into that sort of dogma which becomes 
an assertion without regard to evi- 
dence or truth. It was that sort’which 
Dr. Henry VAN Drke decriec in his 
Thanksgiving sermon, defining a yelig- 
ion as “a way ot getting on with 
one’s fellow-men.”’ And it was a 
self-respecting belief that was respect- 
ful of the belief of others that Bishop 
MANNING must have had in mind when 
he said that he detested the word “ tol- 
erance.’’ What both would emphasize 
is not the surrender of one’s own opin- 
ions just for the sake of outward 
agreement, but respect'for the opin- 
ions of others and a_ recognition 
without bitterness or hatred where 
all are seeking a ———— way of 
life. 
The Thanksgiving note was the need 
of religion in the maintenance and 
improvement of the civilization which 
men have united to build. The Presi- 
dent’s words spoken a few weeks ago, 
to the effect that religion is the only 
true foundation for democratic life, 
were no doubt repeated from pulpits of 
every denomination as they were in 
the services here. Moreover, Thanks- 
giving Day is the only national day 
when there its official recognition of 
that relationship between Gop and 
man and between man and man which 
is summarized in the two Great Com- 
mandments. With such a spirit of 
religion pervading <: community or 
civilization, bigotry cannot endure— 
and bigotry is a greater menace than 
crime or ignorance. Bigotry and the 
hatred it begets are insidious and be- 
yond the reach of outward ordinances. 
The Archbishop of Baltimore thanked 
the- Gop of Na‘'.ns that ‘ notwith- 
‘standing a, mania of bigotry that 
“has in recent years assumed almost 
‘* national proportions,” our American 
people are still sane enough to pre- 
vent a national tragedy. 

The notable meeting in celebration 
of the hundredth anniversary of a 
Jewish congregation here in New 
York on Thanksgiving night—a meet- 
ing attended by men of highest offices 
in .the Protestant and Catholic 
churches as well_as jn our national 
life—is a happy evidence of the lessen- 
ing of bigotry. and the wider preva- 
lence of a spirit of good-will among 
sect@ that, Holding each to its own 
tenets, have a respect for one ano 
and a desire and purpose to work 
together for the good of the nation 
and the earth. ‘ Toleration” is a 
word ‘and: state of passive endurance. 
Only an active unity between’ those 
of differing faiths ‘but of common 
goals—who are at any rate going in 
the samie direction—can give’ real 
cause for thanksgiving. And of ‘this 
there is fortunately increasing _ evi- 
dence, ;

Elder Statesman like Pre- 
mier PasHITCH, supposedly wedded to 
the wicked old traditions; has recently 
exerted himself to\maintein cordial 
relations with Italy, it is a Radical 
statesman who waves the bloody shirt. 
Some .excuse there might be in the 
current Fascist talk about still. ‘* un- 
redeemed’ Italies, among them Dal- 
matia. MUSSOLINI has utter-d cry.tic 
warnings; But he ‘has not mentioned 
any names and has not officially en- 
dorsed the catalogue of the Fascist 
irredentists. The cynical explanation 
would be that Rapircu, just emerging 
from under the-cloud of anti-patr-ot- 
ism, is eager to show his countrymen 
that he is as good a Nationalist as 
anybody in Belgrade, and a little better. 
The charitable explanation would be 
that after a term in prison and en- 
forced silence the -oratorical complex 
discharged e itself furioysly the first 
chance it got. 

Safeguards against a serious crisis 
between Italy and Yugoslavia exist in 
their membership in the League and 
the special treaty of friendship, they 
concluded at the time of the Fiume 
settlement in January, 1924. In that 
settlement the contracting parties 
pledged themselves to the maintenance 
of the status established by the peace 
treaties, guaranteed each other strict 
neutrality in case of unprovoked ag- 
gression. on either party by an out- 
sider, and agreed to take counsel for 
common action in case of international 
complications. _ dven if these agree- 
ments. were also intended in a Pick- 
wickian sense, they cannot be ex- 
plained away on the ground of mis- 
reporting or misconstruction.

As to his theory—Nelson never attend- | 
ed a war college, neither did Farragut,

I have known Eberle ever since he en- 
tered the Naval Academy. I have fol- 
lowed hig career with the greatest of 
interest. \He has always succeeded in 
everything he has undertaken to do. 
As a young officer he was continually 
being selected by the Admirals for spe- 
clal work. He spent many years at 
sea mastering évery detail of his pro- 
fession.: He has always been a follower 
and supporter of the War College. 
Twice hé attempted to take the course,

President Pendlee  ~ 
ton read a list of a half dozen ‘‘educa-_ 
tional challenges’’ at the annual dinner ‘ 
of the’ Association of Colleges and Sec- 
ondary Schools of the Middle States and 
Maryland, which opened its yearly con- 
vention at Columbia yesterday. : 

Disclaiming any intention. to be humor- 
ous, President Pendleton added: “Iam - 
conyinced that in a great many cases © 
college students can neither read nor 
write intelligently, By that I mean: _ 
that they are totally unable to sum- 
marize in a few thoughts or sentences 
what an author of a book has tog 
them.” 

Of the four classes of students —— 
lege, President Pendleton went on, the | 
sophomores are the least interested ‘in © 
academic work, and the most difficult — 
to handle, ‘The problems of the fresh- 
man year, with all the adjustments that 
must always be made, are simple com- 
pared to those of the sophomores,”’ she. 
said. 

Another problem of the colleges, she 
said, was training the students to work ~ 
independently, without tutoring, coach- — 
ing and pleading.

Burglars switched from electricity as 
a ‘motive power to a hammer early yes- 
terday morning when they robbed the 
Loft Candy Store at 1,419 St. Nicholas 
Avenue, near 18ist Street, and a Liggett 
Drug Store at 1,415 St. Nicholas Ave- 
nue, on the corner of 181st Street. With 
a daring that betokeried experience, the 
band apparently opened the safe in the

door. The: burglars—the police belieye 
there were six—got more than $2,000 in 
the two robberies. 

Planning a raid on the Thanksgiving 
Day receipts, the gang, the police said, 


wire, jimmies, a sledgehammer and 
other articles in an empty loft building 
in the rear of the drug store. Gathering 
up their tools shortly after midnight, the 


thieves ascended to the second floor and 
from there made their way into an empty 
loft over the drug store. They set to 
work immediately chopping a_ hole 
through the floor. A watchman, it was 
reported, heard the sound of the axe. 
So fast did they work, however, that 
before they had been located or the 
police had arrived in response to the 
watchman’s call they had wrecked the 
safe and departed with the money.

Knocking off the combination knob with, 
the hammer, they drilled four holes: in 
the door. They unwound their wire 
preparatory to setting the charges, but 
finding the steel switch box locked made 
no attempt to break it open, but smashed 
the safe with the sledgehammer. The 
gang got $1,800 in bills and dtparted.

The thieves entered the candy store 
through a door opening-out into a short 
alley that runs’ in, from 180th Street.

CARILLON CONCERTS 
CAUSE CRITICISM 


Neighbors of Park Av. Baptist 
Church Complain That Big’ 
Bells Are Nuisance. 








OTHERS WELCOME MUSIC 





Church Officers Seek Suggestions— 
Carillonneur Would Have a 
Higher Tower. 





The playing of the carillon of fifty- 
three bells—the largest in the world—re- 
cently installed in the Park Avenue 
Baptist Church, Sixty-fourth Street and 
Park Avenue, is meeting with some 
criticism ‘from persons living in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the church. 

Maxwell Hyde, an. architect, whose 
home is three blocks from the church, in 
a letter to TH NEw YORK TIMES de- 
clared that the bells were ‘‘a nuisance’ 
and inquired if he were a “‘crank’’ for 
thinking so. 

Across the avenue in the fifteen-story 
cooperative apartment at 580 Park Ave- 
nue one tenant, while admitting yester- 
day that the bells were beautiful, said 
that their playing after 8 o’clock of an 
evening ‘“‘keeps the children awake.” 
Others living in the same house offered 
criticism for much the same reason, but 
still others said they Hked the bells and 
enjoyed the concert Sunday and/ Thurs- 
‘day evenings. . 

“At first,” one nelghbor said, ‘we 
thought that they were going to bother 
us, but we have become accustomed to 
them and now not only do they fail to 
disturb the children but we look forward 
with pleasure to the concerts."’ 


said that both Anton Brees, the caril- 
lonneur and the church authorities 
would welcome suggestions from the 
neighbors and others as to the kind of 
music and the time of playing. 

Mr. Brees, who 'was brought from 
Antwerp, where his father is the caril- 
lonneur at Antwerp Cathedral, to play 
the chimes at the Park Avenue Church, 
has received many letters from people 
who welcome the new music. He be- 
lieves, however, that the bells are not 
placed to realize the best — of which 
they are capable. 

“Antwerp carillon,” he said, “fs 270 
feet high and the surrounding buildings 
are much lower than the biuldings here. 
In Antwerp and in other Belgian cities 


the music descends to the ears of the 
people below without the interference of 
high bulldings, almost 
avoid Raped York City.’’ 

Mr. has heard the Park ‘Aventie 
carillon from the outside—the best, place 
to judge the music—but once, and that 
time, he said, he was’ somewhat. dis- 
appointed. When a Belgian colleagué 
was here some time ago he played the 
chimes in the Park Avenue church while 
——— went down into the avenue to 
sten. 

“The effect was somewhat like stand- 
ing right among the pipes of a great 
organ with every stop open,” he said. 
“These huge buildings act as sounding 
devices; badly placed, so that the tones

It must.be remembered that this 
is the largest carillon in the world—the 
greatest volume of sound ever sent forth 
from bells. The Antwerp carillon; al-

Investigation of alleged. fraudulent 
stock transactions by William F. Wright 
@ Co, ‘of .25 Broad Street, member of 
the Consolidated Stock Exchange, ‘was 
begun yesterday by State Attorney.Gen- 
eral Albert “Ottinger before Supreme 
Court Justice John'*Ford in Special 
Term, Part 2. 

The proceedings were in the nature of 
an examination before trial, held under 
the pee rovisions of Section 354 of the anti- 
stock fraud law, better known as the 
Martin act, which gives broad powers 
to the Attorney General. Deputy At- 
torney: General Keyes Winter is in 
charge of the State’s interests: His as- 
soclate is Deputy Attorney General Wil- 
liam H. Milholland. The company was 
represented by Raymond. Wise and an 
associate of 1/440 Broadway. 

In the ‘affidavit used to ovtain the. or- 
der for the examination, Mr. Winter 
set forth that. he desiréd to enjoin 
Wright & Co. from continuing: fraudu- 
lent practices ‘in the sgles of: securities. 
He alleged that this company and other 
proposed. defendants in the action had 
failed to execute their customers’ orders 
in the purchase and ‘sale of securities, 
and had diverted to their personal uses 
moneys paid to nem for. trading pur- 
poses. 


Charges. Use, of Dummy Names. 


The affidavit, which is on file in the 
clerk’s office, chafged also that Wright 
& Co. had been buying on the Exchange 


the same securities it had been selling 
for customers’ accounts, and had there- 
fore been taking a position against its 
ustémers in numerous transactions. It 
lleged’ further that the firm had made 
use of fictitious, or dummy names and 
accounts, and had nulHfied trades for 
customers by lending’ back to brokers se- 
curtties’ purchased for customers’ , ac- 
counts, or borrowing from brokers’ se- 
curities >seold for such accounts. Mr. 
Winter's affidavit states that in none of 
these transactions did either money,or 
‘securities change hands. 

The.affidavit also alleged that Wright 
& Co, did not have sufficient capital. to 
finance thé stock deals it had under- 
taken and that, in the event of unfavor- 
able changes in the market »prices, cus- 
tomers would, lose both their money and 
their stocks. 

Mr. Wise’s motion to adjourn the-hear- 
ing was denied by Justice Ford. There— 
after Mr. Wise’s only audible partici- 
pation. in the proceedings took the form 
of objections to witnesses being required 
to answer various questions on the 
ground that their answers might tend to 
incriminate them, and objection to the 
production of the books and records of 
Wright & Co., which had been obtained 
by subpoena, and which later were 
marked for identification by direction of 
Justice Ford. the objections were 
overruled. Mr. Wise asked that it: be 
recorded that the overruling of his ob- 
jections amounted to a direction by the 
Court to the witnesses that they answer 
Mr, Winter’s questions in each instance. 
This was granted. 

William Franklin Wright, who said he 
alone was. Wright & Co., was.the first 
witness. He said that his books had 
been audited by order of the Governing 
Board of the Consolidated, and that he 
had, at the board’s’ request, filled out 
a questionnaire which showed “his firm 
to have been ‘“‘long’’. té the’ extent. of 
$342,686 in securities on Aug. 31. 

Clarence Cohen, a member of the Gov- 
erning Board of the Consolidated, testi- 
fied that he, W. BE. Powers and Tracy 
Falk had been named as a special com- 
mittee a week ago in connection with 
W. F. Wright & Co.’s activities and had 
instructed that firm to cover immeédi- 
ately all short contracts on their books. 
Asked if -Wright had admitted such 
short contracts were house accounts, 
Mr. Cohen said Wright had “admitted. 
nothing” to him. He said that’ Wright 
had then made out the “‘buy slips” in iis 
presence and that all of them had been 
“executed on the Exchange.

Showing of the Reserve Bank. | 


The New York Reserve Bank’s weekly 
statement was studied with considerable 
interest yesterday afternoon to see 
whether anything suggesting a change 
in the discount rate might be indicated. 
As a matter of fact, the bank’s reserve 
ratio decreased. 3% per cent., to the 
lowest since Oct. 14. But even so it was 
pointed out by bankers that the present 
percentage, 795%, is practically 10 per 
cent. above the ratio reached in Feb- 
ruary, when the rediscount rate was ad- 
vanced from 8 per cent.- to 34%.

Utilities and Coal Strike. 


It t believed that the leading public 
utility companies, like the oil companies, 
are benefiting as a result of the coal\ 
strike, and that this is indicated by the 
statements of earnings for October 
which are beginning to cOme to hand, 
virtually all of which report substantial 
gains compared with the corresponding 
month last year.
